FOR cream puff paste take one cupful of sifted 

flour, a cup of water, half a cup of butter, 
half a teaspoonful of salt, three eggs and a table- 
spoonful of sugar. 

Dissolve the sugar and salt in the water, in a 
good sized sauce-pan over the fire. When the 
water boils, sift in the flour, and stir until the 
mixture is perfectly smooth. Remove from the 
fire and set where it will cool. When cool, beat 
in one egg ata time, vigorously, and continue 
the beating at least fifteen minutes after the last 
egg is well stirred in. 

Butter a baking pan and drop the puffs in it a 
good distance apart—a tablespoonful of batter to 
each puff. Bake in a quick oven. 

Cream Puff Filling. 

G3FAT the yolk of one egg light and add to 

it a tablespoonful of cold milk; dissolve 
an even tablespoonful of cornstarch in the 
smallest possible quantity of cold milk and stir it 
into the egg. Heat a half pint of milk to the 
boiling point and stir into it the egg and corn- 
starch. Let it boil three minutes, add salt, 
sugar, and a small lump of butter, with vanilla 
flavoring to taste. When cool split open the 
puff paste, fill with the cream and powder the 
top with pulverized sugar. 

Whipped cream is also a delicious filling for 
cream puffs—and more easily made than the 
custard. 





Custard Pie with Nuts. 


AKE custard pie in usual manner ; take 

about twenty walnuts, chop and add to 

the custard. This will color the pie dark, but 
the flavor is rich and exceedingly delicious. 


Cocoanut Pie. 





— one pint of milk, and stir into it, until 

smooth, a tablespoonful of flour that has 
been well blended in a little milk. It will take 
about ten minutes to cook the flour thoroughly. 
Remove from the fire and stir into it half a cup- 
ful of sugar, a quarter of a teaspoonful of salt, 
and when cool a scant cupful of fresh grated 
cocoanut and the whites of two eggs whipped to 
a stiff froth. Line a deep pie plate with rich 
paste, pour in the mixture and bake without an 
upper crust. 


Salted Peanuts. 


——— PEANUTS are an inexpensive and 

good substitute for salted almonds. They 
are prepared by shelling and putting in boiling 
water, which will cause the red skins to drop off. 
Then put in a pan and pour olive oil or melted 
butter over them, sprinkle well with fine table 
salt, and put into a very moderate oven for half 
an hour.

Whip one cupful of sweet 
cream to a froth, stirring gradually into it half a 
cupful of pulverized sugar, a few drops of vanilla, 
one pound of almonds blanched and chopped 
fine. Spread thick between layers; frost top 
and sides.

Home-Made Confectionery. 

Almond Candy.—Melt one pound of Demerara 
sugar in a quarter of a pint of water and let it 
boil until the syrup is thick enough not to run 
off a spoon. Warm three ounces of split Valen- 
cia almonds in-the oven, remove the syrup from 
the fire and stir in the almonds and a little es- 
sence of lemon. Pour on to well-buttered tins, 
and when nearly cold cut into shapes. 

Cocoanut Candy.—Boil one pint of lump sugar 
and half pint of water for ten minutes. Remove 
the scum, and when the syrup is thick and white 
stir in a little more than one-quarter pound of 
freshly grated cocoanut. Pecur on to buttered 
paper, and when cool keep in tin boxes. 

French Almond Hardbake.—Pour one pound 
of loaf sugar and a teacupful of water into a 
saucepan, stir it well until the sugar is thoroughly 
melted, take off the scum as fast as it rises, and 
after it has boiled for fifteen minutes add one 
tablespoonful of vinegar or lemon juice. Stir in 
one-quarter pound of sliced Valencia almonds, 
and pour on to a buttered tin or small pastry tins. 
Keep in a tin until wanted. 

Fig Rock.—Boil one cupful of sugar and three- 
quarters of a cupful of water together, until the 
mixture turns to an amber color; add a little 
cream of tartar before taking it from the fire. 
Have the figs ready cut up on a dish, and 
pour the mixture over them. When nearly cold 
cut into square blocks, 

French Nougat.—Blanch two pounds of best 
almonds, dry them in a soft cloth, and put them 
in a cool oven until they are quite hot and 
slightly brown. Put one pound of caster sugar 
into a copper pan and stir with a wooden spoon 
until it begins to boil. Cut up the almonds and 
drop them into the mixtures (do not let them 
break) ; butter well the slabs or moulds and pour 
out the nougat quickly. This can also be flav- 
ored with vanilla or lemon, colored with cochi- 
neal or made with pistachio kernels or filberts, 
according to taste.
